A  weekly  Ante— natal  Clinic  is  held  following  a  School  child  Nurse  s 
session  each  Tuesday  afternoon.  The  local  Domiciliary  Midwife  attends  for 
the  purpose  of  booking  and  the  examination  of  cases  desirous  of  having  their 
lying-in  period  at  home. 


One  session  per  month  is  devoted  to  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  and  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  is  under taken  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer. 


Child  Welfare  Sessions  were  held  from  '2p.m.  to  Ap.m,  on  the  Is t. and  3^

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

One  full-time 'domiciliary  Nurse  attended  76  patients  in  Mot  tram  and 
Broadbottom  upon  2,294  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whose  duties  also  include 
cases  resident  in  Tintwistle  (Separate  figures  for  Hollingworth  residents  are 
not  readily  available). 

Due  to  the  scattered  area  allocated  to  this  particular  nurse,  she  uses  her 
own  motor  car  and  is  reimbursed  on  a  mileage  ba,sis  for  all  official  journeys 
connected  with  her  nursing  duties. 

Nursing  requisites  are  stored  at  private  addresses  in  Mottram  and  Broadbottom 
and  at  the  M.  &  C.  W,  Centre  at  Hollingworth.  Requisites  such  as  back-rests, 
bed-pans  etc.,  are  available  on  loam  from  the  stores  by  application  to  either 
of  these  nurses. 

MIDhIFERY 


Midwives  attended  11  cases  in  which  the  births  took  place  in  the  homes  of 
patients.  As  in  1956  64%  of  births  took  place  in  Hospitals  or  Maternity  Homes. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Hollingworth  M,  &  C.  W.  Centre  for  the 
Midwife  to  carry  out  examinations  of  her  patients  prior  to  confinement. 


HEALTH  VI  METING 

One  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young  children, 
expectant  mothers  and  nurang  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  the  homes  and 
attending  at  the  Clinics.  Visits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  Cane  and  After- 
Care  purposes,  and  to  any  aged  end  infirm  persons  in  need  of  attention  also  form 
part  of  her  duties.

Examination  of  the  above  table  shows  the  amount  of  work  still 
to  be  done  before  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  can  be  said  to 
have  reached  even  a  reasonable  standard,  the  presence  of  630  pail -closets  at 
the  end  of  1959  being  in  itself  a  disturbing  fact.  However,  during  the  year, 
final  adjustments  in  the  proposed  new/  sewerage  scheme,  which  will  cover  all 
except  outlying  districts,  were  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  the  next  step  being  the  preparation  of  detailed  specifications 
and  form  of  tender,  which  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers.  The  scheme  as  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  will  include 
the  modernisation  and  enlargement  of  both  the  Kollingworth  and  Broadbottom 
works,  with  the  latter  receiving  sewage  from  the  portion  of  the  Manchester 
Overspill  development  scheduled  within  the  district's  boundary.  The  present 
Council  is  wholehearted  in  its  support  for  these  works  and  looks  forward  to 
the  conversion  of  pail-closets -and  improvements  which  will  be  possible  when  the 
district  is  adequately  sewered. 


During  the  year  the  Council  authorised  an  increased  allocation 
of  expenditure,  viz.,  £400 ,  towards  the  securing  of  pail-closet  conversions 
by  action  under  Section  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Further  instructions 
■were  given  that  where  conversions  were  required  under  Section  47,  steps 
should  be  taken  simultaneously  to  provide  for  separate  water-closet  accommod¬ 
ation  to  each  house  under  Section  44,  Public  Health  Act.

With  each  notice  sent  out  requiring  closet  conversions, 
information  was  given  as  to  facilities  available  under  Improvement  and 
"Standard"  Grant  Schemes,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  in 
eleven  cases  owners  preferred  to  carry  put  the  work  as  part  of  a  "grant" 
scheme,  which,  of  course,  included  the  provision  of  bathroom  facilities. 

The  attraction  of  "Standard"  and  Improvement  G-rant  facilities  cannot  be  too 
widely  publicised,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  owners  Will  take 
advantage  of  this  means  of  improving  the  amenities  of  their  property.  The 
Council  agreed  to  the  advancing  of  loans  towards  the  owner’s  share  of  the 
cost  '.here  suitable  security  was  available.  Perhaps,  as  generally,  the 
most  disappointing  aspect  is  the  reluctance  of  owners  of  rented  property  to 
use  these  schemes. 

During  the  year  .22  Improvement  G-rant s  were  completed,' 
several  of  these  being  in  the  form  of  the  newly  introduced  "standard  Grant. " 
Of  these  only  rwo  were  at  rented  properties.

Statutory  Notices  under  Section  9>  Housing  net,  1957 >  were 
served  in  respect  of  Nos. 2,  10,  Lord  Street  and  Nos.  5,  7,  9,  Earns haw  street 
Hollingworth,  and  tenders  obtained  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  in 
default  of  compliance  "by  the  owner,  the  work  involved  costing  over  £600. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the. work  was  in  progress. 

The  Council  also  purchased,  by  negotiation,  the  five  houses  Nos. 
115,  117,  119 >  121,  123,  Market  street,  Hollingworth,  and  authorised  the 
preparation  of  schemes  of  Improvement  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  for 
Grant,  the  works  to  include  re-drainage,  conversion  of  pail-closets  to 
inside  water-closets  and  provision  of  bathrooms.  Thanks  are  due  in  this 
case  to  the  owners  of  adjoining  property  In  co-operating  in  making  possible 
a  convenient  line  of  drainage. 


. .  .  Five  applications  for  the  issue  of  No„tice  of  intention  to 

serve  disrepair  certificates  were  approved.  Concern  was  felt  about  the 

way  in  which  some  owners  purported. to  have  remedied  defects  and  unjustifiably 
asked  for  the  cancelling  of  disrepair  certificates.  In  appropriate  cases 
such  cancellations  were  refused  until  the  work  had  been  satisfactorily

1ft  last  year's  report,  reference  was  made  to  the  nuisance,  in  the 
^roadbottom  district,  from  smell  resulting  from  the  burning  of  waste  matter 
including  manure  soiled  materials  at  a  broiler  rearing  and  packing  factory 
on, the  Derbyshire  side  of  the  boundary. 

Trouble  from  this  source  continued  during  the  early  months  of  1959, 
and  the  utmost  co-operation  continued  to  be  given  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  Council  of  the  C hapel-en-le-Pri th  Rural  District,  in  whose 
area  the  premises  are  situated,  resulting  in  the  service, by  that  Council,  of 
statutory  notice  under  Section  93*  Public  Health  Act,  1938.  This  not  having 
the  desired  effect,  authority  was  given  for  intended  prosecution,  and  much 
time  was  necessarily  spent  in  collecting  the  necessary  information  and  in 
arranging  for  evidemce  from  residents  in  this  district.  At  the  eleventh 
nour,  however,  negotiations  took  place  between  the  firm  concerned  and  the 
Chapel-en-le-j.1  rith  Public  Health  Officer,  w;hich  resulted  in  some  degree  of 
co-operation,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  serious  recurrence  of  the 
nuisance  had  been  evident. 

RIVER  POLLUTION  NUISANCE. 

During  the  summer  from  May  onwards  a  serious  and  long  standing 
nuisance  recurred  intermittently,  due  to  the  nauseating  stench  emanating  from 
the .River  Etherow,  again  in  the  Broadbottom  district.  It  is  difficult  to 
believe  that  this  stream,  formed  as~it  is  by  overflow;  and  compensation "water 
from  reservoirs  and  upland  water  feeding  the  Glossop  Brook,  can,  within  three 
miles  degenerate  into  such  a  foul  stinking  condition,  the  river  bed  filthy 
with  slime,  tnat  is  the  picture  of  this  water  course  as  it  flows  through  the 
lower  part  of  this  district.  Throughout  the  summer  months,  due  to  reduced 
dilution,  complaints  continued  to  be  voiced  as  to  the  discomfort  caused  by 
the  conditions,  and  the  Council  made  representations  to  the  Mersey  River 
Board  and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Unfortunately ,  the  Board  were  not 
able  to  give  any  assurance  of  being  abieto  anticipate  an  acceptable 
improvement  of  the  condition,  though  it  is  true  to  say  that  steps  were  in  hand 
to  bring  all  local  authority  sewage  works  Discharging  therein  up  to  a 
satisfactory  standard,  but  some  industrial  trade  effluent  discharge  prospects 
were  still  unsatisfactory  as  far  as  pollution  was  concerned,  despite  the  very 
considerable  expenditure  by  industry  to  improve  their  effluents. 

The  Council  continues  to  investigate  every  avenue  of  prompting 
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Q.C  fcion  to  ameliorate  the  condition,  but  as  yet  no  solution  to  the  problem 
appears  forthcoming,  it  being  indeed  a  sorry  commentary  on  our  progress 
that  this  is  so,  ano  that  the  only  answer  to  enquiries  .is  .that,  for  the 
time  being  such  a  state  of  affairs  must  be  tolerated.  It  would  seem 

that  only  strength  of  public  opinion  on  a  much  rider  scale  than  relative  to 
the  local  problem  experienced  in  this  district  will  bring  the  desired 
attention  to  river  pollution.  In  the  Mersey  Stiver-. Board  report  for 

I958/1 959  the  following  words- from  a  leader  in  the  then  Manchester 
Guardian  were  quoted,  referring  to  river  pollution  "  ;  we  are 

the^  victims  of  appalling  selfishness,  timid  Governments  and  local 
authorities,  ^nd  excessive  tenderness  to  established  interests*  Man  can 
progress  without  pouring  his  filth  into  rivers,  but  filth  will  be  poured 
into  rivers,  and  the  sea,  until  some  Government  is  determined  to  stop  it.  " 
To  the  Board's  comments  that  "  so  far  there  is  little  evidence  of  determin¬ 
ation  by  anyone  outside  the  River  Board,  "  this  Council  can  surely  claim  to 
be  counted  as  one  voice  lenoing  the  utmost  support. 


CLEAH  MIR  ACT. 


The. District  is  not  included  in  the  definition  of  "black  areas" 
and  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  problem  of  smoke  pollution  is  not  acute 
within  the  district*  During  the  year,  the  Council  did  approve  in  principle 
the  policy  of  making  the  proposed  Overspill  site  a  Smoke  Control  area* 


_  No  formal  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  industrial  chimney 

discharge,  though  visits  -..ere  made  when  observations,  of  which  19.  were  made 
ouring  the  year,  both  routine  and  otherwise,  showed  the  need  for  firms  to  be 
reminded  of  their  responsibilities  in  this  matter.  Co-operation  in  the 
prevention  of  smoke  emission  was  found  to  be  readily  given  in  practically 
all  cases.  The  most  serious  emissions  of  black  smoke  curing  the  year 
occurred  during  the  change  over  from  coal  firing  to  oil-burning  at  a  large 
fac  Gorj'"  within  che  district,  when  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  the 
most  ef x icient  setting  and  jet  sizes.  Though  the  matter  was  reported  to 
ta_-  Council  the  tolerance  shown,  together  with  the  efforts  made  by  the  firm 

°ie  fully  justified  in  the  results  achieved  once  the  "teething  troubles" 
v/ere  overcome, 

ihe  Council  continues  to  be  concerned  at  another  aspect  of  air 
pollution,  viz.,  the  heavy  discharge  of  exhaust  fumes  from  transport 
vehicles,  this  being. very  noticeable  on  the  steep  portion  of  the  Trunk  Road 
v.itnin  the.  Mot  tram  District,  and  look  forward  to  any  improvements  that 
can  be  .acnieved  in  this  direction. It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  active  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Police  in  this  matter,  as  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  17 
cases  of  excessive  emissions  were  reported  on,  of  which  14  were  dealt  with 
by  prosecutions,  resulting  in  convictions  under  the  Motor  Vehicles 
Construction  and.  Use 'Regulations,  1955. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  statutory  undertakers  for  the  district  are  the  Manchester 
Corporation  aterworks,  who  took  over  the  undertaking  of  the  Council  in 
1957 >  ana  despite  the  installation  of  clxLorination  plant  since  that  time 
the  following  results  on  mains  water  samples  snow  that  the  bacteriological 
quality  was  not  wholly  satisfactory  tnroughout’  the  year.  On  receipt  of 
doubtful  reports  the  undertakers  were  promptly  informed  and  additional

’  In  acM  it  ion  to  the  samples  shown  above  the  Manchester  .  aterworks 

Department  regularly  sample  the  mains  supply  within  the  district,  but 
despite  requests  to  that  Authority,  no  results  have  been  made  available 
to  this  Council  of  their  sample  results.  Of  three  samples  of  private 
supplies  submitted  during  the  year,  tv.o  were  satisfactory  while  one  in  the 
Rabbit  Lane  area  from  a  well  supply  showed  gross  contamination.  In  the 
latter  case  the  users  were  notified  immediately  of  the  unsatisfactoriness 
of  the  supply,  steps  were  taken  to  avoid  obvious  surface  contamination, 
and  investigations  set  in  hand  towards  co-operative  action  by  the  owners 
being  taken  to  lay  on  mains  supply.  Unfortunately,  this  project  was  not 
successful. 


Trouble  was  also  experienced  in  part  of  the  Hattersley  district 
during  the  drought  period,  due  to  insufficient  yield  at  a  private  well 
supply.  Thanks  are  due  to  Manchester  Corporation  ..aterworks  Department 
who  made  available  a  supply  in  trailer  tanks  from  their  main  supply,  this 
being  suggested  in  view  of  the  uneconomic  possibility  of  any  other  action, 
the  properties  concerned  being  in  the  area  to  be-  taken  over  by  the 
Manchester  Corporation  for  Overspill  Development. 

PUBLIC  SUmilNG  BATHS. 

.  .  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  district. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL. 

Labour  and  transport  for  this  service  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  In -most  of  the  district  a  weekly  collection, 
both  for  dust  bins  and  pail-closets  is  maintained,  except  in  especially 
difficult  periods  such  as  occur  when  laboui  has  to  be  diverted  on  to  snow 
clearance.  The  high  number  of  pail -closets,  involving  as  they  do'  a 
separate  collection,  entails  additional  work  in  collection  services. 

At  the  eno  of  the  year  the  farmer  who  collected  pail -closets 
and  refuse  from  a  group  of  more  isolated  properties  on  The  Hague, 
Broadbottom,  intimated  that  he  would  be  unable  to  continue  the  service, 
and  arrangements  were  made  to  include  this  work  on  the  Council  Vehicles 
Schedule. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  a  site  between 
Broadbottom  Road  and  Stockport  Road,  and  the  Council  authorised  action 
towards  improving  the  methods  of  disposal  and  the  allocation  of  labour  for 
work  on  the  tip,  though  these  improvements  were  still  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  In  an  effort  to  avoid  fty  infestation  on  the  tip,  a 
modem  insecticide  powder  sprayer  was  obtained. 

During  August  the  tip  was  fired  by  children,  necessitating 
the  employment  of  a  bulldozer  and  the  Fire  Brigade  Services  before  the 
fire  was  extinguished. 

.During  the  year  consultations  took  place  between  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  Highways  Department  representatives  of  this  Council  and  the 
Tintwistle  Rural  District  Council,  in  an  effort  to  have  the  street  gully 
emptying  in  both  districts  carried  out  by  mechanised  Cully  Emptier  rather 
than  by  the  manual  method.  Co-operation  Was  promised  by  the  County  Council, 
providing  a  vehicle  could  be  hired  economically  from  one  of  the 
neighbouring  authorities. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  whole  of  the  sewerage  q^stem  was  test  baited  during  the 
year,  and  poison  baited  ’..here  any  signs  of  infestations  found.  The  method 
used  was  one  recommended  and  adopted  by  the  Salford  City  Council,  consist¬ 
ing  of  introducing  the  bait  in  stockinette  type  bags  suspended  in  the 
manholes.  Results  were  very  satisfactory.

205  premises  were  specifically  inspected  in  connection' v.ith 
rodent  control,  39  infestations  were  found,  ahd  the  total  visits  made  to 
deal  with  these  was  297*

During  February  the  Council's  employee  who  carries  out  rodent 
control  as  part  of  his  duties,  attended  a  three-day  course  on  modem 
methods  of  treatment,  organised  by  the  Linistry  of  agriculture  end 
Fisheries  at  Crewe,  and  the  value  of  this  has  been  fully  justified* 


Though  1959  saw  the-  end  of  the  former  grant  system,  together 
with  the  detailed  supervision  of  the  service  by  the  Ministry  of  i.griculture 
and  Fisheries,  the  Council  has  maintained  its  policy  of  rodent-  control. 

OFFENSIVE  111  DPS. 

The  only  offensive  trade  premises  is  at  ^yde’ brook  orks, 
carrying  out  the  digestion  and  fat  extraction  of  animal  waste  products. 

Situated  as  it  is, adjacent  to  two  roaas,  and  near  residential 
property,  occasional  complaints  are  bound  to  be  received  whenever  the 
control  of  processes  is  such  as  to  allow  escape  of  offensive  smells.  The 
premises  are  also  licensed  as  a  Knackers  Yard  and  improvements  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  to  the  slaughterhall  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
.of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals,  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958*

There  have  been  53  inspections  of  premises  registered 
under  Section  16  of  the-  Food,  and  Drugs  Act,  and  107  inspections  of  other 
food  premises. 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  under  the  Food  dc  Drugs  act, 
or  by  reference  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  but  informal- representation 
was  made  in  several  cases  for  improvements  in  .conditions. 

Vhilst  on  the  whole,  standards'  are  satisfactory,  there  is 
still  room  for  improvement  in  some  cases  where  structural  and  other 
amenities  are  not  of  the  desired  standard,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all 
proprietors  of  food  premises  will  adopt  a  progressive  attitude  towards 
achieving  these  necessary  improvements. 

There  is  no  manufacture  of  ice'  cream  in  the  district; 
of  the  11  samples  submitted  for  examination,  9  were  classified  as  Grade  1, 
and  2.  as  Grade  11.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AM)  MEAT  INSPECTION. 


The  beginning  of  the  year  saw  the  coming  into  force  of  new 
regulations  Oh  Slaughterhouse  *  construction  and  practice,  together  with  the 
regulations  as  to  Slaughter  of  animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty.) 

The  occupiers  of  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
were  given  a  review/  of  the  implications  of  this  new/  legislation  early  in 
the  year,  and  a  meeting  of  all  interested  parties  arranged  with  the  Council 
in  August,  1959,  prior  to  which'  the  slaughterhouses  had  been  visited  by  the 
Regional  Technical  Advisor  to  the  Ministry  of  agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

No  proposals  were'  made  at  the  meeting  as  to  any  alternative 
schemes  for  slaughtering  facilities  in  the  district,  and.  the  Council  at  its 
next  meeting  approved  a  resolution  stating  that  it  was  agreed  that  slaughter 
ing  facilities  could  adequately ' be  met  from  sources  outside  the  district, 
the  decision  as  to  whether  schemes  -//ere  to  be  submitted  for  the  bringing 
up  of  the  existing  daughter  houses  to  the  standards  required  resting  with 
the  users  of  same. 

In  accordance  w ith  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  the  report  on  tie  Slaughterhouse  facilities  relative  to  the  district 
was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  year,  tue  1st 
January  19&1  being  recommended  as  the  date  from  which  slaughterhouses  mast 
comply  with  all  the  new  regulations.  This  was  approved  for  submission 
to  the  Ministry. 

It  seems  unlikely  that  any  of  the  slaughterhouses  will 
remain  in  existence  as  such  after  that  date,  and  while  the  Council  has  every 
sympathy  with  the  small  trader,  the  fact  has  to  be  faced  that  the  new 
legislation  is  designed  to  bring  slaughtering  conditions  up  to  a  much 
higher  level,  and  that  inevitably,  the  expenditure  involved  for  small 
individual  premises  may  well  make  such  a  proposal  completely  uneconomic, 
this  without  any  reflection  on  the  standards  maintained  in  the  past  by  the 
small  trader,  which  in  manyrespects  was  at  least  equal,  if  not  better, 
than  some  larger  centres.  Certainly  the  co-operation  of  the  butchers  in 
this  district  has  been  most  pleasing  and  the  absence  of  regular  visits  on 
meat  inspection  should  the  premises  close,  will  mean  the  loss  of  an 
interesting  facet  of  one's  work.
